that they could rest from their sea. voy- 
age. Assistant Secretary Long said that 
this seclusion would be maintained at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, where the visitors 
are to occupy the suite on the third 
floor ‘that was reserved for General 
Pershing while he was the guest of the 
city. 

The American Army transport George 
Washington, formerly the North German 
Lloyd liner of that name, was reported 
off the Fire Island lightship at 5 o’tlock 
yesterday.

The agreement to finish with the Fall 
amendments came after conferences be- 
tween Senator Lodge, the majority 
leader, ‘and Senator Hitchcock, the mi- 
nority leader,’ when it became evident 
[that the Senate had exhausted itself of 
debate upon them. Just before adjourn- 
ment for the day Senator Lodge aéked, 
briefly, that the Senate give unanimous 
consent to the plan as agreed upon.

Eminent philosophical anarchists_like 
Mr. Secretary Fosrer and his more 
numerous British analogues or sur- 
passers in the doctrines of social dis- 
aster and the ruin of free democratic 
States; inebriates of Marxian theory 
and the desire for power who seek to 
autocratize industries in the name of 
** democratization "—these men can- 
not make much headway with Amer- 
icans and Englishmen of common 
sense and sober mind brought up on 
the traditions of American and Eng- 
lish libety. Hotheads, persons~ of 
violent opinion and speech, sincere 
doctrinaires, seekers of power for the 
good or evil they hope to do with it, 
there must always be. In our recent 
and present procession of strikes and 
troubles, however, the strong pres- 
ence and continuing authority of con- 
servative and patriotic principles is 
the noteworthy and redeeming thing;

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THE RAILWAY. RATE SITUATION. 

‘Congress ‘is making; haste with its 
plans for the restoration of the rail- 
ways to. private operation,. but,- is|’ 
slower in providing its substitute: for | 
the discredited miethods of regulation. 
There now awaits’tle ent’s sig- 
nature a bill restoring the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's power of reg- 
ulation, which suspended by the 
conditions of the war in favor. of the 
President's per /power over 
rates. But. e new plan, of regulation! , 
récedes asthe ‘time, for its application 
approaches.. The Cummins or Senate 
bill . has met ‘with: criticism from 
many sources. 7 The. House Inter- 
state Commerce Committee ‘has only 
Just ,appointed a sub-committee to 
draft a bill which tan hardly escape 
a like ordeal. There is no hope 
that the ‘first draft of any bill 
will -be its final form, and there 
is every reason why the revision \of |/ 
so serious: a meagure should be as 
well” considereg as orderly and lel- 
surely precedure can make¢it.

‘If the President 
made kn error, it might be well that 
the commission should correct it, but|* 
it is necessary: to remember that 
there is now no margin in the finances 
of the railways. They are running 
at a deficit, which is being enlarged 
by the steel strike, and the deficit } 
must be met ‘from taxation. There 
are two ways .in which. the commis- 
sion's revisory_ powers might be lim- 
ited, in the public. interest, if ‘the 
President: should think it inadvisable 
to part with his rate -making powers 
under conditions which Representative 
Esou says call for an increase of 
rates. If the commission*should dis- 
agree with the President on the point, 
at least the rates should be collected 
during the suspension of the rates 

r months if not years in the com- 

ssion’s manner. And if the plain 
present opinion of Congress that rates 
should be .raised more than the com- 
mission ever raised them is to pre- 
vail, then it would be well that Con- 
gress should give the commission a 
rule of rate making which should con-

That -ts-only what the 
Supreme Court has declared should 
be the rule regarding the precedence 
of Federal oVer State rates. That is 
the correct rule regarding all rates, 
as surely as the ‘whole is greater than 
the part, and the Constitution is _su- 
preme. over State statutes. The con- 
ference report has bettered the pro- 
pulls of the two houses, but the 
President may well. prefer that the 
railways should be regulated in his 
manner. rather tham in the commis- 
sion’s during the time, Jong or short, 
between the discontinuance of Govern- 
ment operation and the resumption of 
private operation.

ADVISES NEW CITIZENS. 


Supreme Court Justice Tierney Says 
Thousands Have Been Unworthy. 


“There are thousands of citizens of 
this country, naturalized by ‘our courts, 
who have proved themselves unworthy 
of citizenship, and if I -haa ‘my way I 
would send them back to where’ they 
came from,”’ Supreme Court Justice John 
M. Tierney told 390 men and women to 
whom he had granted citizenship papers 
in the special term :of the Bronx County- 
Supreme Coidrt:fuesday afternoon. 

More than 50 per cent. of those ad- 
mitted to citizenship by the Court said 
that their place of nativity was Russia. 
There were a few Germatis and Aus- 
trians included in the group. - 

In discussing the duties of citizenship,, 
as required by bona fide Americans, the 
Court said: 

‘‘ Liberty as you find it here is no 
license to do ngs that you would not 
‘dare to attempt in thé country from 
whenct you came. e@ reason that 
there is so much dissension tween 
capital and labor is that the discards 
of the world have. been permitted to 
enter this country. gna ave abused 
the privilege accorded to them. 

bs They are trying to destroy the work 
of 100 years, the construction of this 
great Republic of ours. By their actions 
they have proved they: are unworthy of 
citizenship. 

‘There is an antagonism today be 
tween labor and capital. They are inde- 
pendent elements instead: of depending‘ 
m other. Capital should not be tyran- 

ical. A laboring man is entitled to a 
living and decent wage; must re- 
member, to achieve the great bition 
that brought you to these shores ours 
you must obey our laws and respect au- 

thority.’’ -
